LAKE  CHARLES.  La.  (AP) — Cities  Service  Oil  Co.  workers 
Wednesday  weartly  battled  swirling  flames  and  choking  smoke 
that  may  conceal  the  bodies  of  at  least  16  seamen  in  a blazing 
tanker.  Loaded  with  a full  cargo  of  130,000  barrels  of  gasoline, 
ikerosene  and  fuel  oil,  the  tanker  Salem  Maritime  exploded  late 
Tuesday  night.
